Illinois law has withstood all attacks 
on its validity.

which the centi-al powers find it im- 
possible to concede. 
The night edi- 
tions of the Lokal Anzeiger and the 
National Zeitung, the former of which 
papers has repeatedly shown a most 
friendly attitude 
toward 
everything 
American, sees in tne entire Wilson 
movement 
impractical 
idealism 
and 
characterizes the president as an "an- 
imated theorist." 


The speech is called a philosophical 
theological work composed of 
beau- 
tiful words v/hich are immediately dis- 
pelled in fog when an effort is made 
to 
discover a practical 
meaning - in 
them. 


The National Zeitung carefully re- 
frains f r o m 
agreeing 
or disagreeing 
with the speech, but after summariz- 
ing It finds that it will displease the 
entente if they accept their practical 
application.

Austria and Hungary Now 
Very Near Treaty 
Agreement. 


Berlin, Jan. 24.—(Via London, Jan. 25.) 
—The long discussed composition of the 
¡differences betMeen 
Au.«tria 
and Hun- 
igary has been so nearly agreed upon 
that an agreement will be signed early 
in February, according to a Vienna dis- 
patch to the Tageblatt. 
The dispatch 
says that when this settlement is made 
negotiations for a commercial treaty be- 
tween Austria-Hungary 
and 
Germany 
will be undertaken 
immediately. 
The 
agreement with Hungary which will be 
effective for twenty years, provides that 
Hungary will continue to pay its pres- 
ent percentage of the expen-ses of the 
empire but that later cattle duties will 
be raised appreciably. 
Regulations re- 
jgarding the importation of live swine al- 
so are to be altered so that such im- 
portation will be possible. 
The agree- 
ment also contains clauses for the reg- 
ulation of the railroad rates and admits 
Hungarian etockB to the Vienna bourse. 


The practical completion of this com- 
position makes the position of Premier 
Clam-Martini much stronger and he is 
expected to be able to take up the out- 
standing Bohemian questions within the 
next eight or ten weeks. 
These include 
redietricting and 
introduction 
of the 
German language into official business. 
With the conclusion of tliis matter, par- 
liament will be convened to receive the 
emperor's pledge to extend its own terms.

SCRUB PALMEHO IS 


AWA»LONGEIi 


Rugs and Paper Now Being 
Made from Product in 
Florida. 


Jacksonville, 
Fla., Jan. 
25.—^Flor- 
ida's most 
proliflc and 
troublesome 
waste product—the scrub palmetto— 
is being developed into an asset of vast 
possibilities. 
Not only can paper of 
an excellent quality be made from the 
palmetto, but the manufacture of car- 
pets, mattings, twines, ropes and bur- 
lap from the plant is already an in- 
dustry of high standing in this state. 


The pioneer in this field, with head- 
quarters in this city, and which con- 
cern has found a ready market for 
the 
palmetto 
products, 
has 
opened 
this month a plant at Titusville, Fla. 
Matthew J. Smith, president of the 
company, in discussing the possibili- 
ties of further development of 
the 
palmetto industry, said: 


"We use only the green leaf or fan 
of the palmetto, and the method and 
machinery for tunrning the leaf into 
the finished product are so simple and 
effective that no skilled labor is nec- 
essary. 
Our weaving department, of 
course, needs skilled operatives, just 
as other textile plants do. 


"The palmetto leaves when shredded 
and spun are very much tougher than 
the grass now used for mattings. 
As 
an example, we have rugs in the busi- 
ness offices and among our friends 
that have been put to hard use for the 
past two years, and from appearances 
they will give good service for years 
to come. 


"We feed the green leaves, just as 
they are cut, into the shredding and 
spinning machines, and in three min- 
utes they come out in twine. 
This 
avoids the discoloration and losses oc- 
casioned by drying, storing and hand- 
ling grasses commonly used for mat- 
ting. 
In addition, the grass harvest 
extends over only six or seven weeks; 
in that time the grass must be cut, 
cured, 
baled 
and 
stored. 
Palmetto 
can be cut every claj-^ in the year and 
Immediately made 
into 
twine; 
the 
skeins of twine, when hung up, dry 
rapidly and uniformly. 
The twine is 
used as soon afterwards as necessary. 
The business is an assured 
success. 
Samples have been sent to all parts 
of the United States, and not one ad- 
verse opinion has been rendered." 


It has been proven, also, that very 
good paper can be made from the pal- 
metto leaves, ana a number of per- 
sons are now trying to develop that 
industry 
in 
Florida. 
The 
industry 
has not been put upon its feet as yet, 
but further and successful develop- 
ment is promised.

Showhegan, Me., Jan. 25.—Many an 
old-timer will joy in hearing about a 
pair of 56-year-old skates that have 
turned up in Skowhegan, where they 
were made for the then editor of the 
Clarion newspaper at a factory which 
had been turned from chisel making to 
the more profitable manufacture 
of 
skates. 
These must have been good 
skates for their time, as they were sold 
for $4 and $5 a pair. 
The pair now in 
evidence are 11 inches long and turned 
up at the toe end like sleigh runners. 
Perhaps they have a curl or two. us 
used to be the way in your boyhood. 
The wood of these skates is flat and 
shaped to the 
foot, with 
two 
open 
places for the leather straps which held 
the skates in place. 
These facts are 
given for the information of modern 
folks, and not for the old-timers, who 
know all about the skates which Bar- 
ney and others v/ere later to force off 
the market. 


Those old skates were most service- 
able. 
They screwed into the heels of 
your old-time high boots with the red 
frontispiece, and those leather straps 
and buckles seemed very chilling and 
illusive on a stiff winter day. 
Every 
skater carried a gimlet for boring or 
clearing out the holes in his heels. The 
best fancy skating was not attainable 
with the ancient skates, no matter how 
determined or expert the user of them, 
though some "stunts" were possible, 
but 
for 
straightaway 
skating 
amply sufficed for the.men and boys of 
their time. 
Ice and out-of-dooi-s were 
for them to enjoy, and they had much 
advantage over the 
skaters 
of 
the 
twelfth century in Europe, who used 
the brisket bone of an ox. which was 
fastened to the foot and around the 
ankles, and who employed an 
iron- 
shod stick for propelling purposes. 


Skating came to England from the 
low countries. 
The wooden skate shod 
with steel or iron made its appearance 
in the fourteenth century, while iron 
blades were used about two centuries 
later. 
Holland held the first ice races, 
and there is record of a five-mile race 
in England in 1823. 
Not until 18S0 
was the British National Skating asso- 
ciation formed, though skating 
had 
long been a pastime. 
The first Ameri- 
can skater of prominence was Charles 
June, of Newburg, N. Y., who won na- 
tional fame late in the '30s. 
There- 
after skating grew in popularity, and in 
due course became the art that we now 
know. 
Much is made of figure skat- 
ing these days, in which there is often 
more acrobatic dexterity than grace of 
movement.

The Return of Pèrshing 


In line with the indicated course following the failure of the 
American-Mexican joint commission to reach complete agreement in 
the settlement of border troubles, Pershing's outposts in Mexico are 
being recalled and preparations are under way for the complete with- 
drawal of the American army from Mexican sftil. Some nine months 
ago Pershing and his forces sped across the ^Mexican border in pursuit 
of Villa as a soqnel to thf» bandit raid on Columbus, N. M, How they 
failed to "get"' him and why they failed is interlinked with ramifica- 
tions of the diph>matie effort to still the troubled waters. It is in no 
-gipnse a reflection on eitlier the courage or the efficiency of the Amer- 
ican punitive force. That continued pursuit of the bandit must have 
been successful is tiie inevitable conclusion. What it would have cost 
in American life is the other side of the question that would have been 
distressing in its character. 
It was the alternative of just what has 
been done, and it is an alternative no American could have viewed 
with complacency. 


It is manifest that the present status could not and should not be 
maintained indefinitely. It is true that the presence of some 12,000 
American soldiers in Mexican territory haS had the effect of repress- 
ing disturbance in the territory which they occupied and in which 
they were prepared to operate. Sent into the Mexican republic as a 
purely punitive force, liowever, their function was not at all akin to 
that of an army of occupation or of an army of conquerers. If in any 
quarter the present withdrawal of the American force be regarded as 
a humiliation, let it be recalled that the one alternative is complete 
armed intervention in Mexico, and we do not believe even the sharpest 
critics of the administration course in dealing with Mexico would ad- 
vocate such a measure at this time. There was in some quarters in- 
sistent demand for that a year ago, but practically all of it has passed. 
Perhaps the months in which there has been afforded opportunity for 
reflection have served to soften the views of the fire-eaters a bit, and 
to bring a realization that there must be failure of all other methods 
before intervention can be countenanced or gigantic slaughter of 
American lives in any wise justified. 


Very naturally the selection of the Hamilton property at Clinton 
and LeAvis streets as the site for the municipal convention hall will 
pot completely satisfy those who were partial to some one of the other 
locations suggested, bnt it seems to The Sentinel that the committee 
has acted Avisely and has made the best possible choice in the light of 
all elements that had to be taken into account in making the selection. 
The location is central; it is easy of access, the price is within reason, 
&nd the location of the building in close proximity to the high school 
building may serve to still further broaden the prospective usefulness 
of the structure. The committee's selection will, we think, be gener- 
iilly coraraended. 
Now let there be prompt steps toward the com- 
))letion of the building and the materialization of the long-cherished 
coliseum hopes. 


Columbia City supplies the latest ghastly crossing tragedy as the 
result of failure to stop, look and listen before attempting to cross a 
railroad track in an automobile, and two lives were snuffed out in- 
stantly. The shocking affair brings to mind again the bill now before 
the legislature requiring vehicles to come to a full stop before nego- 
tiating a railroad or trolley line track, yet it carries no convincing 
jjrospect of the efficacy of the proposed measure. No law could possibly 
.:ct the terrific penalty already imposed in this and countless sim- 
cases for failure to observe the simplest elements of ordinary pre- 
caution and self-preservation.

Nothing is so tremendously irritating to a distinguished senator 
as to be choked off when he wants to talk, and this explains the dis- 
comfiture of Mr. Cummins and his colleagues who want to give each 
senator an hour's whack at President Wilson's peace program. 
That

One of the leading makers of auto- 
niobilei found time recently to say a 
word about the striking changes which 
the motor car has wrought in modern 
life. The figures are indeea astound- 
ing.

(By Frederick M. Kirby.) 


Washington, D. C., J a n . 24.—"Will 
New England's abandoned f a r m s fin- 
ally solve the high cost of living prob- 
lem? 


Are we going to get our supply of 
mutton in the f u t u r e f r o m these sup^ 
posedly "worn o u t " lands? 


And 
will New England's 
woolen 
mills d r a w their supply from 
sheep 
raised next door, on f a r m s that now 
produce nothing? 


Officials of the United 
States de- 
p a r t m e n t of agrriculture think it is 
quite possible. 


"We a r e still going pretty slow on 
grazing permits in the new national 
forest lands being purchased in t h e 
east," said Chief Forester Henry S. 
Graves, in answer to questions about 
sheep grazing on the newly purchased 
fQrest lands. 


"The trouble about sheep 
gi-azing 
on these new forests is that sheep like 
the tender young hardwoods, and we 
will have to be very careful about 
grazing permits. 
W e have given a 
n u m b e r of cattle permits on the newly 
bought lands, but we are .going slowly. 


There 
is no 
question 
whatever, 
though, 
that 
sheep-raising 
can be 
made a profitable industry in New 
England. 


"The only requirement is dog-proof 
fences, which cost a good deal at the 
start, but are a permanent and paying 
investment. 
The abandoned 
f a r m 
lands in New England are admirably 
suited to sheep raising." 


Assistant Forester Will C. Barnes, 
department expert on grazing 
ques- 
tions, and chief of that division of 
the forest service work, is enthusias- 
tic about the possiblities of utilizing 
the abandoned 
f a r m 
lands of New 
England for sheep raising:. 


"New 
England," he said, "is the 
original home of the merino. 
Tf t h e 
f a r m e r s of this region could be in- 
duced to go back to sheep-raising they 
would, with t h e proper care and at- 
tention, m a k e it a paying business. 
I 
know of land in old England 
worth 
$400 a n acre where sheep have been 
grazed for the last hundred years, and

Massachusetts Convict's Liv- 
ing Death in Solitary 
is Modified. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 25.—Jesse Pome- 
roy, who has been for forty-one years 
In solitary confinement in the 
state 
prison at Charlestown, 
was 
granted 
equal privileges with other prisoners 
by the state exceutive council yester- 
day. 


Convlctd of murder at 15,, Pomeroy 
two years later was locked up in a cell 
lighted from a window in the ceiling 
so that he might not gaze pn his fel- 
low men. 
He was exercised apart from 
other prisoners and barred, as far as 
possible, from human companionship. 


Two years ago the sentence was en- 
forced less rigorously to accord with 
modern ideas of prison reform. 
He 
was allowed more opportunities for ex- 
ercise in the prison yard and was al- 
lowed to attend church services twice 
on Sundays, sitting 
apart 
from 
the 
other men. 


Now. at the age of 57 years, Pome- 
roy will move into a cell where he can 
see passers-by, will be allowed to exei-- 
olse with other prisoners, sit with them 
at the church services and at the prison 
entertainments, and will be given such 
light work in the prison shops as his 
somewhat enfeebled health will permit. 
Gov. McCall announced that he 
ap- 
proved the commutation. 


Pomeroy was convicted of the m- .- 
der of two children, following a ser es 
of degenerate acts which had terror- 
ized the South Boston and Dorchester 
districts of this city. 


He was sentenced to be hanged, but 
beeaUae^of his youth the sentence was 
eommut'ed to solitary. lmprlBonmei;it f o r

These were the years of labor agitation 
which led to the law for government in- 
surance of the unemployed.

time the war began, the unemployed 
averaged f r o m 4 to 5 per cent, of the 
population, from 1909 to 1915. 


Since the opening of the war the per- 
centage of unemployed has run steadily 
down. 
The official chart shows it was 
down to 2 per cent, four months after 
the war .started. 
By June, 1915, it was 
down to I per cent, and at the end of 
1915 had fallen to one-half per cent. Now 
it has fallen almost to zero. 


This is having the effect of greatly re- 
ducing the ogvernment's employment in- 
surance. which was one of the main fea- 
tures of Lloyd George's social and econ- 
omic legislation- 
The returns for last 
month show there were 2,027 claims 
weekly, amounting to 495 pounds, or 
abount $1.2.5 for each claim. 


This is a reduction of fifty per cent, 
since last year, and a much greater re- 
duction since the war began.

"You mean how 
are 
short 
s a l e s 
made," said 
John 
Moody. 
financial 
writer and 
expert, 
and one of the best 
informed men on "VVall street. 


"That is very simple. 
Suppose you 
sell 100 shares of United States steel 
at 125, going on the theory that steel 
stock will be worth less money 
short- 
ly. 
The customer goes to a broker, 
deposits a 'margin' or 10, 20, 30 per 
cent of the price of the stock 
(which 
at 
125 is $12,500 
for 
100 
shares), 
and instructs the broker to sell 100 
shares at 125. 
The broker 
executes 
the order. 
That customer's 
account 
stands short 100 shares of stock. Now 
according to the rules of the 
stock 
exchange, the broker must deliver 100 
shares of stock to the buyer tomor- 
row. 
The broker goes into the 'loan 
crowd' and borrows a certificate for 
100 shares of steel stock. 
That cer- 
tificate, at the m a r k e t price is worth 
$12,500, and the broker must put up 
t h a t amount of money as security for 
the loan of the stock. 
The 
broker 
uses his borrowed certificate to 
de- 
liver to the m a n to whom he sold in 
the first instance. 


"That is the way the 
transaction 
stands until the stock is 'covered.' 
To 
cover is to buy enougn stock to cover 
a sale. 
The broker, for the customer, 
has sold 100 shares of steel at 125. 
But the customer does not own any 
steel stock; he has merely borrowed 
100 shares, putting.Vip for it $12,500. 
He stands short until he has vsecured 
100 shares of stock to deliver to the 
person who loaned the certificate. 


"Suppose the transaction stands for 
a week or so. 
In ordinary times he 
has no premium to pay because the 
m a n who loans the certificate has the 
112,500 
to 
use. 
<.)f course, if 
the 
m a r k e t should go up, instead of down, 
as he expects and hopes it will, 
he 
will have to 'cover' by buying steel 
stock at a higher price than he sold 
for, and in that case he will lose, or 
if he continues to stand 'short' he will 
have to keep 
putting up 
additional 
margin as long as the stock goes up. 


"But he made the sale in the 
first 
instance on the theory that the market 
is going to break. 
Suppose it does 
break ten points, ana he decides that 
is about as f a r as it is going. 
He de- 
cides to 'cover.' 
Ho gives his broker 
an order to buy 100 shares of steel at 
115. 
T h a t takes $11,500, and the cer- 
tificate for the 100 shares, which he 
gets by purchase, goes to replace the 
one he has borrowed. 
The certificate 
returned, the broker gets the $12.500 
back, 
and 
the 
customer 
has 
made 
$1.000 on the deal, less commission, 
and so on. 


"That is how short trading is accom- 
plished. 
On the other 
hand, 
the 
process is reversed and money is made 
or 
lost 
on 
a 
rising market. 
Two 
groups of traders interested 
in 
see- 
ing the m a r k e t go up or down 
are 
known as bulls and bears."

Paris, Jan. 24.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—Since the gov- 
ernment 
announced 
its 
decision 
to 
suppress traffic in alcohol for the re- 


mainder of war, s, number of stat- 
isticians have come forward with fig- 
ures showing that the French people 
may save 3,000,000,000 franc annually 
to help pay off the interest on 
the 
war debt if the losses now 
incurred 
from indulgence in alcoholic 
bever- 
ages are completely eliminated. 
The 
figures 
take into account not only tlie 
actual cost to the consumer of alco- 
holic drinlis, but the cost of 
crimes 
due to alcoholism, the distribution of 
charities to victims of alcohol, 
and 
the loss of salaries through alcoholic 
Illness or idleness. 


Frencli people drink altogether per 
a n n u m and per capita 40 gallons of 
beer, 25 gallons of wine, 5 gallons of 
cider, 1 gallon of alcohol pure or 2 
gallons computed in alcoholic drinks, 


3 quarts of bitters similar to absinth, 
and 1 quart of liqueors. 


The pi-oposed prohibition of the sale 
of alcoholic beverages will apply to 
all those testing more than 
15 de- 
grees or 15 per cent alcohol. 
It will 
not apply to what are called in France 
"hygienic beverages," such as 
wine, 
beer, cider. 
It will exclude all bran- 
dies. vermouths and distilled 
liquors 
as they are now sold. 


A great many of the distilled liquors 
testing more than 15 per cent alcohol, 
it is anticipated, will be reduced so 
that their sale may be continued. 


The prohibition 
will apply to 
all 
whiskys as well as i-um and 
gin. 
"Whisky drinking had grown immense- 
ly in France during the 20 years pre- 
ceding the war. 
An.erican as well as 
Canadian,, Scotch and 
Irish 
brands, 
have grown scarce since i-estrictions 
were placed on the transportation of 
unnecessary commoClties and 
prices 
have nearly doubled since the 
total 
prohibition of all importation of al- 
cohol in any form excepting for the 
requirements 
of the 
munitions 
fac- 
tories.

Dave Fultz, president of the ball play- 
ers' fraternity, is tlie most talked of man 
In baseball 
today. 


S t i l l , 
perhaps, 
there is less known 
of the man himself 
than of a hundred 
or so players in his 
organization or of 
the 
men 
he 
will 
have to fight should 
the strike come to 
a head—the mem- 
bers of the national 
commission 
a n d 
the big league mag- 
nates. 


The 
a v e r a g e 
reader Is likely to 
belittle 
Fultz, 
for 
the most heard of 
the fraternity lead- 
er comes from Ban 
Johnson, 
a 
bitter 
enemy, 
who 
likes 
to leave the impression that Fultz is a 
demagogue, a trouble-maker and back- 


biter who deserves little or no consider- 
ation. 


Nothing could 
be further 
from the 
truth. 


Fultz Is a brilliant fellow, a good law- 
yer and an old-time athlete who under- 
stands ball players, their temperaments;- 
idiosyncrasies and failings. 


Fultz Is 
a southerner. 
He is soft 
spoken, but has nerve and if it comes 
to a showdown between him and 
tho 
commission he -C^ill have "to be licked be- 
fore he will quit. 


Fultz organized the fraternity In Au- 
gust, 1912, as a direct result of the De- 
troit players' famous strike in May, which 
followed suspension of Ty Cobb after he 
attacked a spectator at New York. 


That winter an agreement was reached 
between magnates and players after a 
long, wordy controversy which In some 
ways resembles the strike situation today. 


Fultz's career as an-athlete has been 
long and brilliant. 


He was one of tho greatest halfbacks 
ever developed at Brown, where he played 
in 1894-5-6-7, captaining the team In his 
senior year. 


The next three years he managed the 
famous 
Homestead 
(Pa.) 
professional 
football team and in 1902 coacheA the 
Lafayette team. 
The following year he 
coached at Brown. 


In baseball he played in the outfield, 
starting his major league 
engagements 
with the Phillies. He then went to Balti- 
more and was sent to Milwaukee, where 
his playing attracted Connie Mack, who 
signed him. 
He remained with the Ath- 
letics Three years and was sold to the 
Yankees.

London, Jan. 25.—^In reckoning ex- 
cess profits which the shipping com- 
panies will have to hand over to the 
government, the shipping paper Fair 
Play takes the a m o u n t set aside

23 pounds 
4 shillings per ton gross— and gives 
a total of sixty-four millions sterling 
as the contribution from twenty mil- 
lion tons of steam shipping owned in 
this country. 
"This would indicate," 
says the paper, "that the total profits 
of shipping companies «xceeded 
the 
datum line by about ninety-one

a half million sterling, equal to a divi- 
dend of nearly fifty per cent on the 
pre-war value of two hundred million 
pounds.

Gentlemen: 
We wish to call yom- par- 
ticular attention to two ordinanco.s which 
will be presented to your honorable body 
this evening. 
The first one is the creation 
of the position of Second Assi.stant Fire 
Chief. 
This position to be filled by one 
of the captains of the department with a 
salary Increase of $12.50 per month. 
This 
•will not increase the number of men in 
the department, but will give a man in 
authority at all fires regardless of the cir- 
cumstances. 
The First Assistant 
Chief 
attends to most of the busines.s of the 
department in the way of buying supplies 
and all other business not strictly in con- 
nection with fire.s. In case of there being 
two fires at the same time it often happens 
that one of them has no one in authority 
having power to direct the men of the 
houses represented. 
Bv having a second 
Assistant Chief this cannot occur. 
The 
increase in cost to the city being only 
$12.50 a montli, we deem this a ver.v im- 
portant change and has been recommended 
by both the Chief and Assistant Chief, as 
per their communication attached hereto. 


The second ordinance pertains to the 
Police Matron. 
We would request 
that 
the salary of this position be raised from 
$50.00 to $65.00 per month. 
We consider 
that the salary of this position is not suf- 
ficient for the amount of work performed. 
The work of the matron takes her all 
over the city, and into all kinds of work, 
such as is performed b.v a police officer.

Resurrection 
of 
Fayette, 
Mich., from Ruins to 
Be Unique. 


Ashland, Wis., Jan. 25.—Fayette, one 
of the most picturesque places in Mich- 
igan, will be resurrected from its ruins 
and will.be converted into a summer re- 
sort. 


Fayette is near the extremity of the 
Michigan peninsula, on the Green Bay 
side, on a point forming a natural har- 
bor, called, for its shape. Snail Shell 
harbor. 
Its only means of communica- 
tion with the outside world is the little 
passenger and 
freight 
steamer which 
makes daily trips to Eacanaba during 
the season of navigation, and the stage 
which crosses the ice in winter, but it ¡.^ 
this isolation wMch has preserved the 
natural beauty of the place. 


The village was settled long ago by 
fishermen, who helped earn their living 
by growing what vegetables they needed, 
but made little eflFort to clear the land. 
The beginning of prosperity was in 1867, 
when the Jackson Iron Mining company 
built a furnace at the harbor. 


A prosperous town soon was built up 
around the harbor, while sets of cliar- 
coal kilns were located at various places 
on the peninsula. 
That was the golden 
a ^ of Fayette, and many tales are told 
of the events of that period. 


One of these tales has to do with the 
naming of the high cliff that forms one 
side of the harbor. One night a young 
woman fell over the cUff. Her half sub- 
merged body was found the next day. 


Her lover had been drowned by the 
capsizing of his boat. 
After Ms death 
she often told of seeing, in her dreams, 
the lights of his boat and of hearine his 
voice calling for help. It is supposed she 
arose in such a trance and walked un- 
consciously over the cliff while going to 
his aid. 
Since then the cliff Ms been 
called the Maiden's Leap. 


To this period also belongs the strange 
story of Alphone Beranguette, a saloon 
keeper, and his buried money. 


Beranguette was- a miser 'and there 
were no other saloons for miles. He had 
no license to pay, expenses were small, 
and the money came 
rapidly. 
There 
were no banks near. 
His wife accused 
him of burying his money. He did not 
deny that, but refused to tell where he 
buried it. 


Hundreds of persons hare searched for 
the buried treasure, 
but 
so 
far the 
ground has refused to give up its secret, 
though it is honeycoml^d with holes, the 
result of their efforts. 
Where a root 
house stood there are holes large enough 
to conceal a whole saloon.

Given in Summary 


The heaviest fighting now in pro- 


gress in any of the war areas is on 
the Russian front in the Riga sec- 
tion, where the Germans recently took 
the offensive and drove back the Rus- 
sians a mile and a half in the region 
of the great Tiral marsh, that long 
has barred the way to Riga for the 
German forces. 


Berlin announces today that the at- 


tack netted the Germans strong Rus- 
sian positions on a front of about 
six miles, with more than 1,700 pris- 
oners and 13 machine guns. Russian 
reserves hurriedly brought up were 
unable to check the advance. At- 
tempting a general advance over the 
frozen ground which has made the ef- 
fort in this swamp region possible, 
the Teutonic army has sustained re- 
verses, according to Petrograd today. 
Northwest of the marsh they open- 
ed a heavy artillery fire and then at-i 
tacked but failed to make any head- 
way against the Russian defense. A 
similar result met attacks between 
the Marsh and the river Aar, and here 
in a counter attack the Russians dis- 
lodged the Germans and drove them 
back.

"2. It is within the power of this 


legislature to grant such suffrage to 
the women of the state as consists in 
voting for the officers who are not in- 
cluded in the constitution. The state 
legislature, as you know, has such leg- 
islative powers as are not prohibited 
to it and when it has created an office 
it may create the electorate to fill that 
office.

on its validity. A similar law has been 
passed by the legislature of North 
Dakota, and signed by the governor, 
since the Indiana assembly convened.

25, Delayed.)—The first impression 
made by President Wilson's speech 
before the senate as reflected in news- 
paper editorials is not an unfriendly 
one although the president is regard- 
ed as having brought up certain points 
which the central powers find it im- 
possible to concede. 
T.he night edi- 


tions of the Lokal Anzeiger and the 
National Zeitungr. the former of which 
papers has repeatedly shown -i most 
friendly attitude toward ex'erything 
American, sees in the entire Wilson 
movement impractical 
idealism and 


characterizes the president as an "an- 
imated theorist." 


The speech is called a philosophical 


theological work composed of beau- 
tiful words which are immediately dis- 
pelled in fog when an effort Is made 
to discover a practical meaning in 
them. 


The National Zeitung carefully re- 


frains from agreeing or disagreeing 
with the speech, but after summariz- 
ing It finds that it will displease tin 
entente if they accept their practical 
application. 
The National Zeitung 


fears that President Wilson may be 
indulging in a vision of a people and 
a state of government according to the 
American standard and, in stubbornly 
adhering to this idea, may fail to real- 
ize that other conceptions exist in 
Europe.

Made from Product in 


Florida. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. 26.—Flor- 


ida's molt prolific and troublesome 
waste product—the scrub palmetto— 
Is being developed Into an asmt of vast 
possibilities. Not only can paper of 
an excellent quality be made from the 
palmetto, but the manufacture of car- 
pets, mattings, twines, ropes and bur- 
lap from the .plant is already an in- 
dustry of high standing in this state. 


The plonoor in this Held, with head- 


quarters in this city, and which con- 
cern has found a ready market for 
the palmetto products, has opened 
this month a plant at Titusvllle, Fla. 
Matthew J. Smith, president of the 
company, in discussing the possibili- 
ties of further development of tho 
palmetto industry, said:, 


"We use only the green leaf or fan 


of the palmetto, and the method and 
machinery for tunrnlng the leaf into 
the finished product arc so simple and 
effective that no skilled labor is .nec- 
essary. Our weaving department, of 
course, needs skilled operatives, just 
as other textile plants do. 


"The palmetto leaves when shredded 


and spun are very much tougher than 
the. grass now used for mattings. As 
an example, we have rugs in the busi- 
ness offices and among our friends 
that have been put to hard use for the 
past two years, and from appearances 
they will give good service for years 
to come. 


"We feed the green leaves, just as 


they are cut, into the shredding and 
spinning machines, and in three min- 
utes they come out In twine. This 
avoids the discoloration and losses oc- 
casioned by drying, storing and hand- 
ling grasses commonly used for mat- 
ting. In addition, the grass harvest 
extends over only six or seven weeks; 
in that time the grass must be cut, 
cured, baled and stored. 
Palmetto 


can be cut every day in the year and 
immediately made 
into twine; the 


skeins of twine, when hung tip, dry 
rapidly and uniformly. The twine is 
used as soon afterwards as necessary. 
The business is an a-ssured success. 
Samples have been sent to all parts 
of the United States, and not one ad- 
verse opinion has been rendered." 


It has been proven, also, that very 


goodpapercan.be made from the pal- 
metto leaves, ana a number of per- 
sons are now trying to develop that 
industry in Florida. 
The industry 


has not been put upon its feet as yet, 
but further and successful develop- 
ment is promised.

Pair of Sliders 50 Years Old 


Come to Light in Maine 


Village. 


Showhegan. Me., Jan. 25.—Many an 


old-timer will joy in hearing about a 
pair of 56-year-old skates that have 
turned up in Skowhegan, where they 
were made for the then editor of the 
Clarion newspaper at a factory which 
had been turned from chisel making io 
the more profitable manufacture of 
skates. These must have been good 
skates for their time, as they were sold 
for $4 and $5 a pair. The pair now in 
evidence are 11 inches long and turned 
up at the toe end like sleigh runners. 
Perhaps they have a curl or two, us 
used to be the way in your boyhood. 
The wood of these skates is flat and 
shaped to the foot, with two open 
places for the leather straps which held 
the skates In place. These facts are 
given for the information of modern 
folks, and not for the old-timers, who 
know all about the skates which Bar- 
ney and others were later to force otT 
the market. 


Those old skates were most service- 


able. They screwed into the heels of 
your old-time high boots with the red 
frontispiece, and those leather straps 
and buckles seemed very chilling and 
illusive on a stiff winter day. Every 
skater carried a gimlet for boring or 
clearing out the holes in his heels. The 
best fancy skating was not attainable 
with the ancient skates, no matter how 
determined or expert the user of them, 
though some "stunts" were possible, 
but for straightaway skating they 
amply sufficed for the men and boys of 
their time. Ice and out-of-doors were 
for them to enjoy, and they had much 
advantage over the skaters of tho 
twelfth century In Europe, who used 
the brisket bone of an ox, which wag 
fastened to the foot and around the 
ankles, and who employed an iron- 
shod stick for propelling purposes. 


Skating came to England from tho 


low countries. The woodon skate shod 
with steel or iron made its appearance 
in the fourteenth century, while Iron 
blades were used about two centuries 
later. Holland held the first ice races, 
and there is record ot a five-mile race 
in England in 1823. Not until 1880 
was the British National Skating asso- 
ciation formed, though skating had 
long been a pastime. The first Ameri- 
can skater of prominence was Charles 
June, of Newburg, N. Y.. who won na- 
tional fame late in the '30s. There- 
after skating grew In popularity, and In 
duo course became the art that we now 
know. Much is made of figure skat- 
Ing these days, in which there is often 
more acrobatic dexterity than grace of 
movement. 


Many an' old person insists the ice 


came earlier, grew thicker and stayed 
longer in his boyhood than it does in 
these modern days, but the probabil- 


ities are the weather averages, wintet* 
by winter, were about as now. 
No 


doubt winters seemed colder in the old. 
days because of the inadequacy of our 
heating arrangements. 
However all 


that may be, those who were boys 
long ago keep in mind the 
lonff 


stretches of ice over which they skim- 
med in the game of hockey that called 
for strength and dexterity, and which 
were often so hotly contested by. riral 
groups of boys, perhaps divided into 
"uptown" and "downtown" conting- 
ents. Many a reader will be able to 
recall the details of such contests, tut 
well as the individual qualities of the 
players. 
Memories of those times 


stick, while other things of more conse- 
quence elude the memory. No one is 
ever young but once, even though ws 
may make ever FO fine a pretense of 
youthfulness as long as life lasts.

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The Return of Pershing 


In line with the indicated course following the failure of the 


American-Mexican joint commission to reach complete agreement in 
the settlement of border troubles, Pcrshiug's outposts in Mexico are 
being recalled aud preparations arc under way for the complete with- 
drawal of the American army from Mexican soil. Some nine months 
ago Pershing and his forces sped across the Mexican border in pursuit 
of Villa as a sequel to the bandit raid on Columbus, N. M. How they 
failed to "get" 
him and why they failed is interlinked with ramifica- 


tions of the diplomatic effort to still the troubled waters. It is in no. 
sense a reflection on either the courage or the efficiency ol' the Amer- 
ican punitive force. 
That continued pursuit of the bandit must have 


been successful is the inevitable conclusion. What it would have cost 
in American life is the other side of the question that would have been 
distressing in its character. 
It was the alternative of just what has 


l)een done, and it is an alternative no American could have viewed 
frith, complacency. 


It is manifest that the present status could not aud should not be 


maintained indefinitely. It is true that the presence of some 12,000 
American soldiers in Mexican territory has had the effect of repress- 
ing disturbance in the territory which they occupied and in which 
they were prepared to operate. Sent into the Mexican republic as a 
purely punitive force, however, their function was not at all akin to 
that of an army of occupation or of an army of conquerors. If in any 
quarter the present withdrawal of the American force be regarded as 
a humiliation, let it be recalled that the one alternative is complete 
armed intervention in Mexico, and we do not believe even the sharpest 
critics of the administration course in dealing with Mexico would ad- 
vocate such a measure at this time. There was in some quarters in- 
sistcut demand for that a year ago, but practically all of it has passed. 
Perhaps the months in which there has been afforded opportunity for 
reflection have served to soften the views of the fire-eaters a bit, and 
to bring a realization that there must be failure of all other methods 
before intervention can be countenanced or gigantic slaughter 
American lives in any wise justified.

In the Fire Trench 
"Somwherc^in France." 


Dear Jim: 


How does it feel to be in a charge, 


you asked in your last letter. Well, Jim. 
I can answer that now. and what's more 
I can tell you how it feels to get stuck 
with a bayonet! 


Yes, old top. T got mine in the thick 


of sonio tough bayonet fighting, and I've 
been five weeks in hospital. 1 had only 
been out a few -weeks, too. when I click- 
ed it in that charge. Not much to it; 
just a small local attack. I'm back in 
the fire trench now, and had almost for- 
gotten that -wound. 


Here's how it happened; 
Our battalion was holding the front 


line trench and we got orders that we'd 
go over the top at 3:20 the next morn- 
ing. 


Even the older men went down 1n the 


dumps at this news, »o you can imagine 
how J felt, a new recruit. 


They'd brought scaling ladders into 


the trench and leaned them against the 
parapet. "We'd need them when we went 
over in the morning. A working party 
of Royal Engineer* was ottt in front, 
quietly cutting passages through our 
own barbed wire, so we could get 
through in the charge.

just to pull the trigger and the explosion 
would free the bayonet. 


Cheerful idea, how about it? I wished 


the instructor was there to take my 
place and demonstrate his theory. I felt 
lonely, and miserable. New York was a 
million miles away and I couldn't swim. 


It was 1:20 on the dot when our artil- 


lery opened up. For two hours the noise 
was deafening. At 3:10, word was pass- 
cd^own the trench, "Ten minutes more." 
—Ten minutes to live! T was glad it' 
wag dark xo nobody could see my face 
I knew it was chalky—it felt that way. 


Then came tl>« word, "Five minutes 


more. First wave get on, and nenr the 
ladders. When the whistle blows over 
you go and good luck to you." 


As If by magic our bombardment' 


ceased suddenly. 
Tim awful silence 


hurt 
Sharp whistle blasts up and 


down the line pierced the air. 


How I got up that ladder I don't 


know. When I got on top, I fe'lt all 
alone with the whole German army 
in front of me. I was faint and nick 
and my knees were wabbling. Over- 
head German nhsrapnel was whistling 
and a million bullets were singing all 
around. 


I was charging forward of course. 


The man on my right shouted some- 
thing to mo that I couldn't catch, then 
toppled forward flat on his face. 
I 


seemed to be running in a dream. His 
body and all the other objects on the 
ground seemed floating to the rear. 


All of a sudden my eyes went red, 


and every vestige of raininess a.nd 
fear left me. I was shouting at the 
top 15f my voice; yelling, and yet I 
couldn't hear a sound! Masses of tan- 
gled barbed wire loomed up'in front 
of me. Several of my mates tripped 
in this wire and lay still, in strange, 
cramped posltlions. 


I was, still wondering why they 


didn't get up and come on, when a 
trench opened right under my feet. 
Men were scrambling up over the rear 
wall of it—they wore spiked helmets 
and looked just like mud turtles 
crawling up a steep bank. One or two 
of the turtles snipped back and lay 
sprawling In the bottom of the trench. 


The fellow on my left, leaping to 


clear the trench, seemed to stop in 
mid-air, then pitched head downward 
into the heap of mud turtles at the 
bottom! I laughed out loud. 


I cleared the trench and as I landed, 


right In front of me was a giant with 
a rifle ten feet long with five or six 
knives on the end of It. These knives 
—It was just his bayonet of course— 
darted and flashed about me. I closed 
my «yes and lunged. 
My rifle was 


torn from my grlsp, but the giant was 
down, and my bayonet was sticking 
through Ills chest. 


Just to the left of me was another, 


giant, helmet gone; he had the barrel 
of his rifle in both hands and was 
swinging the butt in wide circles 
about his head.

Officials of the United States de- 


partment of agriculture think it is 
quite possible. 


"We are ntlll going pretty slow on 


grazing permits in the new national 
forest lands being purchased In tlm 
east," said Chief Forester Henry S. 
Graves, in answer to questions about 
sheep grazing on the newly purchased 
forest lands. 


"The trouble about sheep grazing 


on these new forests is that sheep like 
the tender young hardwoods, and we 
will have to be very careful about 
grazing permits. 
We have given a 


number of cattle permits on the newly 
bought lands, but wo arc going slowly. 


There is no nuestion 
whatever, 


though, that sheep-raising can be 
made a profitable Industry in New 
England. 


• "The only requirement is dog-proof 
fences, which cost a good deal at th« 
start, but arc a permanent and paying 
investment. 
The 
abandoned 
farm 


lands in New England are admirably 
suited to sheep raising." 


Assistant Forester Will C. Barnes, 


department expert on grazing ques- 
tions, and chief of that division of 
the forest service work, is enthusias- 
tic about the possiblitles of utilizing 
the abandoned farm lands of New 
England for sheep raising. 


"New England," he said, "is the 


original home of the merino. If the 
farmers of this region could be in- 
duced to go back to sheep-raising they 
would, with the proper care and at- 
tention, make it a paying business. I 
know- of land in old England worth 
$400 an acre where sheep have been 
grazed for the last hundred years, and

plans. His contract states that he is to 
inve the prints completed within sixty 
days, from the time the site was named'. 


Woatherhogg, 'possibly 
accompanied 


by Mayor Hoscy, expects to go to Mil- 
waukcc within a few days to study ar- 
rangements of the main arena of the 
convention hall in that city. The big 
I'oom is capable of being divided into 
sections by lowering of partition walls. 


Members of the board of works be- 


lieve that the new auditorium will be 
ready for use by next winter. They hope 
to have contract for building the struc- 
ture let. before May 1. 


About $180,000 will be put into the 


building proper. Xearly $10,000 will be 
used for architect's fees, 
advertising, 


printing and other incidentals. Remain- 
ing $:!5,000 will go for buying the 160 
by 217 foot strip of ground. 


The new auditorium will follow in a 


general way the form of the convention 
halls of Kansas City and St. Louis. It 
will seat about 5,000 people. 


The main room will be equipped 


with a movable stage, which can be 
taken out when necessary. The audi- 
torium proper will be surrounded by 
small rooms to be used for exhibits 
or committee sessions. It Is planned 
to have a dlnlngroom and kitchen in 
connection with the building. 
The 


structure Will be bounded on the south 
and east by ten-Coot driveways.

will face Clinton street. 


To Aid Schools. 


Plans are expected to bo worked 


out for making the new auditorium 
servo certain school needs. 
Gradua- 


tion exercises will be held in the new 
city building. Largo basketball court 
is expected to be arranged for on the 
main floor of the auditorium. 


One outsid* heating plant for both 


the high school and convention hall 
Is expected to bo planned. The heat- 
ing plant must be taken from the high 
school building soon In order to com- 
ply with the law. 
Outside heating 


plant Is wanted for the auditorium 
because of apparent danger of an 
explosion inside of the big building. 
It is expected that a plant will be built 
at the southeast corner of the con- 
vention hall for heating both build- 
ings. 


Janitor service, of the two' build- 


ings will be systematized. 
It Is point- 


ed out that the convention hall will 
be used less than halt the time. High 
school janitors can arrange their 
work, by slight addition to the high 
school staff, to care for both buildings. 


Manual training department of the 


high school, which is much crowded, 
will be given more room when the 
heating plant Is taken from the base- 
ment of the high school building.

Unemployment No Longer a 


Worry to English Of- 


ficials. 


London, Jan. 10.— (Correspondence of 


The Associated Press)—Unemployment, 
which like the suffrage nnd the Irish 
questions, was formerly one of the most 
difficult subjects the government had to 
deal with is shown by an official chart 
just, issued by the government board of 
trade to have now fallen oft" to the vau- 
shing point. 
In 1908 the unemployed 


represented between S and 9 per cent. 
These were the years of labor agitation 
which led to the law for government in- 
iiiraiicc of the unemployed. Up to the 
time the war began, the unemployed 
averaged from 4 to 5 per eent. of the 
population, from 1909 to 1915. 


Since the opening of the war the pcr- 


•entngc of unemployed has run steadily 
:lowti. The official chart shows it was 
:lown to 2 per cent, four mouths after 
:he war started. 
By June, 1015, it -was 


down to 1 per cent, and at the cjid of 
1915 had fallen to one-half per cent. Now 
it has fallen almost to zero. 


This is having the effect of greatly rc- 


lucing the ogvernment's employment 'in- 
surance, which was one of the main fea- 
tures of Lloyd George's social and econ- 
omic legislation. 
The returns for last 


month show there were 2,02? claims 
weekly, amounting to 49G pounds, or 
abouiit $1.25 for each claim.

HOW LAWSON MADE HIS 


MONEYONBEAR DRIVE 


Noted Financial Authority 


Gives Some Inside Stuff 


on the Game. 


JOHN MOODY 


(By Frederick M. Kerby.) 


New York, Jan. :!5.—How 
did 


Thomas Lawson and the "bear" crowd 


make money when 
stocks went down 
with a bang—that 
Is. if lie did niuko 
m o n e y ? 
Can

change ? 


"You ineaii how 


are short s a l e s 
made." said John 
Moody, 
financial 


writer and expert, 
and one of the best 


informed men on Wall street. 


"That is very simple. Suppose you 


sell 100 shares of United States steel 
at 125, going on the theory that steel 
stock will be worth less money short- 
ly. The customer goes to a broker, 
deposits a 'margrin' or 10, 20, 30 per 
cent of the price of the stock (which 
at 126 is $12.500 for 100 shares), 
and instructs the broker to sell 100 
shares at 125. The broker executes 
the order. 
That customer's account 


stands short 100 shares of stock. Now 
according to the rules of the- stock 
exchange, the broker must deliver 100 
shares of stock to the buyer tomor- 
row. The broker goes into the 'loan 
crowd" and borrows a certificate for 
100 shares of steel stock. 
That cer- 


tificate, at the market price is worth 
$12,500. and the broker must put up 
that amount of money as security for 
the loan of the stock. 
The broker 


uses his borrowed certificate to de- 
liver to the man to whom he sold in 
the first instance. 


"That is the way the transaction 


stands until the stock is 'covered.' To 
cover is to buy enougn stock, to cover 
a sale. The broker. lor the customer, 
has sold 100 shares of steel at 125. 
But the customer does not own any 
steel stock; he has merely borrowed 
100 shares, putting up for it $12.500. 
He stands short until he has secured 
100 shares of stock to deliver to the 
person who loaned the certificate. 


"Suppose the transaction stands for 


a week or BO. In ordinary times he 
h«s no premium to pay because the 
man who loans the certificate has the 
$12,500 to use. 
Of course, if the 


market should po up. instead of down. 
as he expects and hopes it will, he 
will have to Mover' by buying steel 
stock at a higher price than he sold 
for. and In that case he will lose, or 
if he continues to stand 'short' he will 
have to keep putting up additional 
margin as long :is the stock goes up. 


"But he made the sale In thn first 


instance on the theory that the market 
is going to break. 
Suppose It does 


break ten points, sna ha decides thrit 
la about as far as it Is going. He de- 
cides to 'cover.' Ho gives his broker 
an order to buy 100 shares of steel at 
116. That takes $11.500. and the cer- 
tificate for the 100 shares, which ho 
gets by purchase, goes to rnplacp the 
one he has borrowed. Tho certificate 
returned, the broker gets the $12.BOO 
back, and the customer has made 
$1,000 on the deal, less commission, 
and so on. 


"That IB how short trading Is accom- 


plished.

or lost on a 
rising market. .Two 


groups of traders interested in sco-

French Savngs Go Far To- 


ward Paying War 


Debt Interest. 


Paris, Jan. 24.— (Correspondence of 


Tho Associated Press)—Since the gov- 
ernment announced its decision to 
suppress traffic In alcohol for the re- 


mainder of war, r. number of stat- 
isticians have coiiir forward with fig- 
ures showing that tho French people 
may save 3.000.000.000 franc annually 
to help pay off the interest on the 
war debt if the losses now incurred 
from indulgence In alcoholic bever- 
ages arc completely eliminated. The 
figures take into iirroiint not only tho 
actual cost to tho consumer of alco- 
holic drinks, hut tho cost of crimes 
duo to alcoholism, tho distribution of 
charities to victims of alcohol, and 
the loss nf salaries through alcoholic 
illness or idleness. 


French people drink altogether per 


annum and per capita 40 gallons of 
beer. 25 gallons of wine. 5 gallons of 
cider, 1 gallon of alcohol pure or 2 
gallons computed in alcoholic drinks, 


3 quarts of bitters similar to absinth, 
and 1 quart of lirMjeors. 


The proposed prohibition of the sale 


of alcoholic beverages will apply to 
all those testing, more than 
X5 de- 


grees or 3 5 per cent alcohol. It will 
not apply to what are called In France 
"hygienic beverages," such as wine, 
beer, cider. It will exclude all bran- 
dies, vermouths and distilled liquors 
as they are now sohl. 


A great many of the distilled liquors 


testing more than 15 per cent alcohol. 
It is anticipated, will be reduced so 
that their sale may be continued. 


The prohibition will apply to all 


whlskys as well as rum and gin. 
Whisky drinking -had grown immense- 
ly In France during the 20 years pre- 
ceding the war. American as well as 
Canadian, Scotch and Irish brands, 
have grown scarce since restrictions 
were placed on tho transportation of 
unnecessary commodities and prices 
have no.'irly doubled since the total 
prohibition of nil Importation of al- 
cohol in »n>* form excepting for the 
requirements of th« munitions fac- 
tories.

We, the undersigned members of the 
Committee on Education r,f the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne, to 
whom was referred.

Resurrection of Fayette, 


Mich., from Euins to 


Be Unique. 


Ashland, Wis.. Jan. 25.—Fayette, ono 


of the most picturesque places in Mich- 
igan, will be resurrected from its ruins 
and will be converted into a summer re- 
sort. 


Fayclte is near the extremity of the 


Michigan peninsula, on the Green Bay 
side, on a point forming a. natural har- 
bor, called, for its shape, Snail Shell 
harbor. Its only means of communica- 
tion with the outside world is the little 
passenger and freight 
steamer which 


makes daily trips to' Bscanaba during 
the season of navigation, and the stage 
which crosses the ice in winter, but it is 
this isolation which has preserved the 
natural beauty of the place. 


The village was settled long ago by 


fishermen, who helped earn their living 
by growing what vegetables they needed, 
but made little effort to clear the land, 
The beginning of prosperity was in 1807, 
•when the Jackson Iron Mining company 
built a furnace at the harbor. 


A prosperous town soon was built up 


around the harbor, while sets of char- 
coal kilns were located at various places 
on the peninsula. That was the golden 
age of Fayette, and many tales arc told 
of the events of that period. 


One of these tales has to do with the 


naming of the high cliff that forms one 
side1 of the harbor. One night a young 
woman 'fell over the cliff. Her half sub- 
merged body was found the next day. 


Her lover had been drowned by tho 


capsizing of his boat. After his death 
she often told of seeing, in her dreams, 
the lights of his boat and of hearing his 
voice calling for help. It is supposed she 
arose in. such a trance and walked un- 
consciously over the cliff while going to 
his aid. 
Since then, the cliff has been 


called the Maiden's Leap. 


To this period also belongs the strange 


story of Alphone Beranguette, a saloon 
keeper, and his buried money. 


Beranguette was a miser and there 


were no other saloons for miles. He had 
no license to pay, expenses were small, 
and the money came rapidly. There 
were no banks near. His wife accused 
him of burying his money. He did not 
deny that, but refused to tell where ho 
buried it- 


Hundreds of persons hare searched for 


the buried, treasure, but so far the 
ground has refused to give up its secret, 
though it is honeycombed with holes, the 
result of their efforts. 
Where a root 


house stood there arc holes large enough 
to conceal a whole saloon.
